« The side airbags are subject to the same safety precautions as the 
drivers and front passengers airbags. 

e Only install genuine seat and back seat covers approved for use with 
side airbag (identifiable by airbag label stitched on fabric). 

e No extra covers should be installed over the backrests, as this would 
impair the function of the side airbags. 
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e Seat cushions, mats or similar which would impair the function of the 
seat occupied sensor and airbags must not be used. 


NOTE: « Seat-occupied sensor mat is not installed in drivers seat. 


« In vehicles with no seat heating, the seats are installed with dummy seat 
heating elements (heating element with no wire). 


« The foam upholstery in the backrest must not be cut away in the vicinity of 
the side airbag. 


« When installing, ensure seam for side airbag is straight. 
« When installing, fit all upholstery staples in same positions as on removal. 
« Use only genuine upholstery staples. 


« When installing, all upholstery staples must be installed in the same 
positions as the original ones. 


« If the seat cover fabric is damaged (tears, burn marks, etc.) in the vicinity 
of the side airbag, the cover must be replaced for safety reasons, as 
otherwise the side airbag will not inflate properly. 


« No repairs may be performed on the backrest cover fabric near the side 
airbag (original fabric has special thread and exactly defined seams). 


« Always replace backrest padding after side airbag has been triggered. 


« All damaged components must be replaced after an accident. The original 
airbag unit can still be used if no signs of damage are found. 


« The airbag units have an expiration date. If airbag units are replaced, the 
replacement must be entered in the service record. Airbag units must be 
replaced on expiration of 14 years. 


« If side airbag units are replaced, remove airbag number sticker from the 
new unit and stick it over the old one on the seat pan. 


« Never use upholstery needles or poke any other sharp objects through the 
seat cover fabric in the vicinity of the airbag and sensor mat. 


Additional safety precautions for head airbag

When disposing 
of an undeployed airbag or pyrotechnic seatbelt that is either defective or expired, use the appropriate 
repair information and Airbag Deployment Device J-44210. Do NOT deploy airbags and pyrotechnic 
seatbelts in the vehicle 


e All airbags and pyrotechnic seatbelts of a vehicle scheduled to be scrapped must be deployed using the 
Airbag Deployment Device J-44210. 


e When using Airbag Deployment Device J-44210, wear appropriate eye and ear protection. 


e Ifthe airbag or pyrotechnic seatbelt cannot be safely deployed or removed from the vehicle, contact the 
Audi Dealer Technicians Helpline. 


e Shipment of active airbag gas generators and pyrotechnic seatbelt retractors must be in accordance with 
the regulations published in the latest edition of the Code of Federal Regulations #49 (49 CFR). Shipment 
must be initiated and received by certified individuals. The penalties for noncompliance are severe. Civil 
penalties range the $250 to $27,500 per violation, per day. Criminal penalties, for willfully violating the 
regulations, range up to $250,000 for individuals and $500,000 for corporations. 


CAUTION: This does not apply to belt tensioners operating under the Wankel rotary 
tensioner principle. These must not be treated like pyrotechnic units that 
have already ignited (e.g. airbags, seatbelts with belt tensioners, 
pyrotechnic battery-cutoff elements).

Testing of anchoring components after an accident 

All damaged securing pieces must be replaced, you cannot reshape components or make them fit. 
Following components must be checked after every airbag deployment. 

With a passenger airbag deployment: 


e Instrument panel central tube, passenger airbag supports and passenger airbag must be installed free of 
tension. Central tube should be replaced. 


e Check glove compartment for damage, replace if damage is present. 
With a driver airbag deployment: 


e Steering wheel, remove steering wheel and lay with steering wheel rim on a level surface. Otherwise, 
steering wheel should be replaced. 


e Check steering wheel for smoke residue; replace if present. 
Accident where airbag did not deploy 


e If airbag Malfunction Indicator Lamp (MIL) K75 does not indicate a DTC, airbag components do not 
need to be replaced.

Caring for pyrotechnic airbag units 


e Undeployed pyrotechnic components (such as airbags, seat belts with belt tensioners, pyrotechnic battery 
components) must be disposed of in an orderly manner in their original packaging, according to national 
legislation.

e All airbags and pyrotechnic seatbelts of a vehicle scheduled to be scrapped must be deployed using the 
Airbag Deployment Device J-44210. 


e When using Airbag Deployment Device J-44210, wear appropriate eye and ear protection. 


e Ifthe airbag or pyrotechnic seatbelt cannot be safely deployed or removed from the vehicle, contact the 
Audi Dealer Technicians Helpline. 

e Shipment of active airbag gas generators and pyrotechnic seatbelt retractors must be in accordance with 
the regulations published in the latest edition of the Code of Federal Regulations #49 (49 CFR). Shipment 
must be initiated and received by certified individuals. The penalties for noncompliance are severe. Civil 
penalties range the $250 to $27,500 per violation, per day. Criminal penalties, for willfully violating the 
regulations, range up to $250,000 for individuals and $500,000 for corporations.

Differences for the positions of cushion grip 
channel and plastic clips of covers are possible. 


The following cross references serve for orientation: 


Cover and upholstery for rear seatbench, removing and installing --> Seat bench cover and upholstery, 
removing and installing. 

Cover and cushion for 1/3 rear backrest, removing and installing. 

Cover and cushion for 2/3 rear backrest, removing and installing. 

Headrest guide, removing and installing: 


Headrest guides with slide in locking mechanism --> Headrest guides with insertion lock, removing 
and installing 

Outer headrest guides without slide in locking mechanism --> Outer headrest guides without insertion 
lock, removing and installing 

Inner headrest guides without slide in locking mechanism --> Inner headrest guides without insertion 
lock, removing and installing 

Removing and installing ski sack --> Ski sack, removing and installing (folding rear seat backrest). 
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
